On the 2ist of May, 1877, fourteen 
carp, only three of. which were old 


‘enough to spawn this season, ' were 
laced in a pond near the residence of 


enry Parsons, three miles from this 
city. On the 10th of October follow- 
ing the pond was drawn off, and the 
original fourteen carp, much grown 
ote in fine condition and health, 
together with their increase of 1,408 
young and vigorous fish, were taken 
out and: placed in a breeding pond for 
next year. These fish have no food 
other than what they found in the 
water. A few of the same fish are in 
the water-tank in front of the residence 
of C. Bern, Church street. The carp 
is a splendid table fish, flesh bard, and 
when the spinal column is removed, 
boneless, and said to be more pleasant 
to the palate than our mountain trout. 
It grows rapidly, lives to a considerable 
age, and is exceedingly prolific; pre- 
fers quiet waters; spawns in May or 
June, and feeds on larvae of aquatic 
insects, worms, and soft plants; eats 
almost any vegetable food in artificial 
ponds; tenacious of life; will live long 
periods, more particularly in winter, 
without food. We cannot recommend 
it to the angler, as it isof the sucker 
family, genus cyphrinus, with barrel at 
the upper part of either corner of the 
mouth.

mican (equal to about half a buffalo), 
and a great many ducks and geese, 
and on the last day there was nothing 
to eat. This enormous quantity of 
meat could not have weighed less than 
sixteen hundred pounds, at the very 
lowest estimate, which would give a 
daily ration to each man of eighteen 

ounds. Incredible as this may seem 
it is by no means impossible in a 
severe Climate, and living the active 
life that these men lead. I remember 
camping with three half breed plain- 
hunters one evening beside a buffalo 
calf we had killed shortly before dusk. 
The men began cutting the animal up 
‘and feasting upon it. They were eat- 
ing when I retired for the night, and 
they were still hovering over the fire 
when I arose early in the morning. 
With the exception of the head, which 
was slowly roasting upon the coals, 
there was nothing left of the calf ex- 
cept the bones.— Manitoba Correspond- 
ence N, Y. Post.

All this may be ex- 
cused in virtue of the honesty which 
surrounds his efforts, and makes his 
life valuable. But when he listens to 
demagogues, who would make force 
do the work of reason, he is sadly at 
fault and, must suffer.

Bodie is to have a free public 
and watering tro for horses: 
teams. Harry Williams and Hank 
Rogers have been engaged sinking for 
water on the side of the street, near 
the eld spring, for upwards of a week. 
They are now/down about twenty feet, 
and have about four feet of water. A 
new and improved force pump with 
150 feet of rubber hose. will be put in, 
which will be of great value in casé of 
a fire in the immediate vicinity. The 
whole expense of the well, pump and 
trough, will be paid by subscriptions 
from mill men, merchants and resi- 
dents in the neighborhood of the well. 

We are informed that 8. D. Cobb’s 
livery stable on Main street has been 
sold toa Mr. Hogan, and that it will 
be remodeled and converted into a 
first-class hotel. Such an improvement 
is very much needed in Bodie. There 
are actually no sleeping accommoda- 
tions here commensurate with the 
demand, and daily increasing popula- 
tion. 

Bodie continues as lively as ever. 
New faces appear on the street daily, 
and new buildings are seen in every 
direction. The entire available force 
in the town and vicinity, of mechanics, 
carpenters and builders, are kept con- 
tinually employed, seven days a week, 
and cannot then begin to fill the orders 
for new houses and business places. 
The success and permanency of the 
district is already assured, From 
eight to ten large and wealthy corpo- 
rations will be actually at work upon 
the first opening of Spring. No min- 
ing district upon the Pacific Coast has 
as promising an outlook and future as 
Bodie. 

Phil. Reilly, the original discoverer 
of the Black Hawk mine, has made 
another big strike in the discovery of 
a valuable spring upon the southerly 
side of Bodie Bluff, one of the highest 
hills in the district. Water is said to 
be in abundance, ‘with a flow sufficient 
to run a 10-stamp mill. As there are 
a number of good mines on the Bluff, 
and all have to haul their water a 
mile andahalf from the town, the 
value of this spring cannot be overes- 
timated. 

Bodie mining stocks are in great 
demand. Bechtel, Bodie, Black Hawk 
and Belvidere, are much sought after 
by our people here, many of whom 
know from personal examination that 
they are each and all goed mines, and 
only require to be properly developed 
to astonish by their yield of gold and 
silver bullion, the most sanguine of 
their friends.

four or five years been engaged in one} 


of the most fitable co-operative 
schemes in California. §acramente 
river and the numerous islands in the 
delta formed by the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin rivers, are known to be 
the garden spot of California for fruits 
and vegetables, all of which find a 
market in San Francisco. 

Previous to the formation of the 
California Transportation Company, 
the farmers were put to great, incon- 
venience and heavy expense in getting 
their products to market. To remedy 
these evils and to prevent the entire 
‘value of their crops from being ab- 
sorbed by the vessels engaged in the 
carrying trade, and by- commission 
merchants, some five years ago they 
put one small steamer on the route at 
reduced rates. Their business in- 
creased so rapidly that they were com- 

lled to put on more steamers, until 

ast year, when their profits amounted 
to some $50,000. This season they 
had the steamer Onward built ata 
cost of about $40,000, aad now have 
six steamers and several barges em- 
loyed. Illustrations are not want- 
ng where farmers in various parts of 
the State have been largely benefitted 
by co-operation.
